BYLAW. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that'.regulations should be made as 
to the storage and carriage of Petro- 
leum, Coal Oil, Naptha and other com- 
bustible matter within the City Limits. 

Be it k.vacteu by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep in any wimhIiui 
shed or buikliiig on storage ui- fur .s.ilr 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, Bui u 
ing Fluid or other combustible nutter in 
Quantities greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden casks, or lOO'gallouB if 
stored in motal cases, without a License 
from the Corporation. 

2. No person without such License 
shall keep in any brick or stone building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than '..'50 gallons if contained In 
wood, or 1,000 gallonsjif stored in metal 
oases. 

3. Every License shall specify the 
building,, street or locality, and the quan- 
tiij^w r^llond of the combustible arti- 
cje^Foforo mentioned which may be stor- 
ed theroui. 

4. The jiremises in or upon which any 
of the conibiistiblo articles aforesaid sliall 
be: stored shall bo open at all times to the 
iiispeclion of the Corporation or its 
Oihgers.- ; 

ro.r/i'he Corporation may, before any 
License ali.all be gr.anted as aforesaid, rc- 
<|iiire .siuh preoautions to be taken against 
liir :iM llii')' iiiiiy iloer.i necessary. 

r. peisiMi shall remove on any dr.ay, 
cart, waggon op other vehicle any- com- 
bustible matter in quantities greater than 
250 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting to coniiily with any of the pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thereof be subject to a 
fine of not loss than $5 or more than $50. 

8. Every penalty imposed by this By- 
law may, together with the costs of con- 
viction, be recovered in a summary man- 
ner before the F'olico .Magistrate, or any 
Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction 
within the limits of the City of Victoria, 
and maybe levied by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels of the offender ; 
and in default of payment of snch penalty 
and costs, then by imprisonment of such 
ofl'ondor for any term not e.xcoeding one 
calendar^ month in one of Her Majesty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw m.ay be cited as the " Pot- 
roioum Bylaw, 1892."

RULE. 

Great "Britain lias governed India 
so well, Ims governt'il it so entirely of 
late in the interests of India itself, 
that even foreign journals are found 
rejoicing over the prospect of British 
rule in Egypt. The New York Com- 
•merdal Bulletin says: "In that case, 
Egypt would once more become, as it 
was in ancient times, a land of peace 
and plenty." That this has been the 
result of British rule in India, the 
Bulletin says, any one can gather 
from sources the reliaWUty of which he 
could scarcely doubt. As to British 
India says the Bulhtin: 

Wo need Jiot go to English .sources 
to be informed of the marvellous 
strides that country is taking in econ- 
omic and commercial developement. 
The last report at the American Con- 
atil at Calcutta bears some new lesti- 
iiiony on that point which cannot well 
be ignored. Ho quotes from the cen- 
sus returns of 1831 to show that the 
total population is over 25."?, 000,000, 
including the native States (/'. e. those 
governed by native princes) which is 
an enormous increase during the hist 
decade; the exact ratio of which, how- 
ever, is not known, owing to the in- 
completeness of former counts. In- 
crease of population during the Asiat- 
ic governments was elieekeil by wars, 
plagues and famines, "but under the 
beneficent influences of British rule," 
says the Consul, "those evils have been 
almost overcome, and the future pro 
niises to the natives a much better con- 
dition of life than they ever enjoyed 
before ; hence there is every reason to 
believe that the ratio of increase will 
be still greater during the present and 
following decade." In the meanwhile, 
Western civilization is establishing it- 
self all over the land, and its .agency is 
actively at work exploring mines, con- 
structing railways and canals, erecting 
mills and factories, improving the 
methods of agriculture and clearing the 
waste huifl.s. The native is working 
under it and side by side with it, and 
Lis eyes are being opened to a bet ter 
condition of things in general and for 
llimself. Ho is earning better wages, 
his strength is being recruited with a 
sufficiency of food, and with renewed 
energy aiul an awakened appetite for 
a better kind of existence his wants 
are increasing, and so far as he is able 
to procure the means we are assured 
lie will be a purchaser of many of the 
commodities of the West. 

The Journal points to the fact that 
against her own interests Britain has, 
by abolishing the duties on imported 
fi;oodH, made British India a free trade 
country. 

THE ELECTION PETITION. 

This important matter ia approachini; 
ita final stage. All tlie evidence is in and 
Mr. Justice Gray haa postponed hearing 
arguoient on the legal points invulved 
until his lordship's return from the main- 
land on the 2-tth inat. The points have 
;ill been raised by counsel for the re.spon- 
dent and are generally of a frivolous 
character, advanced, probably, for the 
purpoae of averting a tmal decision to the 
late.st possible moment. When a fat sal- 
ary and nothing to do .-ire involved (as in 
this case) one can scarcely find it in his 
Iteart to blame the respondent, although 
hia indelicacy cannot be condoned. 



EUROPE, 

LoKDON, Oct, i). — For the Nursery 
stakes, Belle Henrietta first, The 
Squaxie second, Uapline third. 

Di'iif.i.v, Oct. 9. — The Presidents of 
the various branches of the National 
Land League will in that capacity 
participate in the Dublin conference. 

^Michael Davitt in a speech at Wex- 
ford yesterday, declared that the Laml 
League has inculcated principles which 
were indestructible, but he was disap- 
pointed at the outcome. The League 
liad by one tremendous sweep of the 
Government been arrested in its ca- 
reer. The Government had been fur- 
nished a pretext for its action by out- 
rages which had been committed by 
some of the Irish people. Pleading 
for justice at Westminster, he said, 
was useless. I'he people should rely 
on Irish determination to array the 
landlordism before the civilized world 
as the cause of crime and disorder. 

Lo.vDON, Oct. 9. — Bishop Walsh, 
who has just returned from Ireland, 
yesterday, in St Peter's Cathedral, re- 
ferred to the Irish question. He con- 
demned in scathing terms the alleged 
, crimes, but quoted statistics to show 
there is less crime in Ireland than was 
opposing the disintegration of the eni- 
jiire. The Bishop favored Iionie rule 
for Ireland similar to that enjoyed by 
Canada. 

London, Oct. 9. — At Newmarket 
the Clearwill stakes were won by IIou- 
lems, Goldfield, second ; Acrostic third; 
twelve raiu 

As a concession to the feeling of the 
Catholic clergy throughout Ireland, all 
bishops, except Archbishop McCabe, 
have extended general permission to 
priests in their dioceses to take part in 
the mansion house evicted tenants 
movement, and in tlie new labor league 
and industrial union founded by Par- 
nell. 

' C0N8TANTIN0P1,E, Oct.9. — All the 

powers excepting Eussia and France 
agreed upon the principle of a license 
tax for wheat. The Porte proposes to 
levy upon foreigners doing business in 
Turkey. 

Paris, Oct 9. — The Republican 
cFrahcaise refuses to believe that Gran 
ville will set aside the Egyptian con- 
trol without consulting France. 

Odessa, Oct. 9. — A military tribu- 
nal is in sessiou at Balta, trying the 
cases of the anti-Jewiali rioters. They 
condemned one of the leaders to two 
years, and five others from 6 to 15 
months imprisonment. 



Ukuli.s, ,Oct. -J. — An important resolu- 
lion was adopted at Uotlui yesterday by " 
the leaders of the three groat sections of 
the liberal party. The national liberals 
joined the secessionists and progreasiata, 
declaring that liberals should unite iu a 
more closely organized asaoqiation aguniat 
all other political parties, inthout pieju.- 
dice to minor difforencBS separating the 
party, 

Alexanhkia, Oct. 3. — While the arrival 
of the kliedivo at Ciiro was hoiiii; cflo- 
brated by illuminations iit .Aasoot ;t thou- 
sand Musaclnien attacked aiul threatened 
to kill all the Clu'i.stiaiis in town. Tlio 
inudier interfered and i^HL-lled the riot. 

London, Oct. '6. — The Paris Fujarv 
publishes a report that the Pope, while 
walking in the gardens of the Vatican, 
was fired at by a soldier but not hit. The 
report has not been coniirniod and ia dis- 
credited at the Italian embassy in Lou- 
dun. 

Beki-in, Oct. 7. — Tile weapons ii.sed by 
the murderers of Lord Caveiuliah and 
Under Secretary Burke were found con- 
cealed in the rafters of the stables in the 
rear of the house belonging to the man 
recently sentenced to ])oiial servitude for 
intimidating Mrs. Kenny, widow of the 
man murdered in Seville plac* because ho 
was suspected of giving iuformation con- 
corning the murderers. It is alleged that 
Kenny was tlie driver of the car in which 
the assa.ssins rude on the night of the 
murder. The weapons fouiul were four 
knives, nine inches long, with blades 
three and one-fourth inches wide. Tlioy 
are quite new and very sharp, and are 
evidently surgical disseetini,' knives. 
There was a discoloration on them which 
cliemical analysis li.ia [)rciven to have been 
made by human blood. It is hoped the 
nmrderers will be captured. Meanwhile 
the authorities observe the strictest sil- 
ence. 

Maiiuid, Oct. 7. — The council of min- 
isters refuse the otfer of the sultan of 

Morocco of the strip of territory around 
Couta ill ri-tiini for tliu retrocL's.sion by 
the Spaiiisli of tlie islands of Santa Cru/. 
de la Maron, on the Atlantic coast of 
Morocco. 

A grant of thirty million pesetas is asked 
for in the bill drafted by the minister of 
marine for the purcha.te of two ironclads 
of the Intle.xible type, to be constructed 
iu England. The bill will be presented 
to the cortcs at the opening of tiie aession. 

The luinisterof finance has informed the 
council of ministers that the expenditure 
for the first half of the present financial 
year balanced .tlic revenue for tli.at period 
and that receipts exceeded the expendi- 
ture in several provinces. 

Bkui.in, Oct. G. Negotiat ions l)otwceii 
the powers on the Egyptian ipieation are 
progressing favorably. Tlio ondeavora of 
Germany to bring about a friendly uudor- 
atanding between the powers most inter- 
ested in the ea.stern fiviestion arc meeting 
with considerable success. 

ViENN.v, (^ct. 7.- -It is reimrted that 
Engl»nd has promised the kticdivu to per- 
mit the recruiting of a new Egyptian mili- 
tary foresB in India pi*ovided the present 
gen d'armerio is placed under British odi- 
cers. 

C.vll'.o, Oct. 7. -Large ipiantitios of 
valuable loot have bucn discovered at Da- 
iiiaiihour and other places in Egypt. 

It has been decided to expel from the 
countiy the Swi.ss, Nineiit, .\rabi I'lislia'a 
adviser. 

The khedive to-morrow will sign a de- 
cree rescinding tlio proliibitioii of impor- 
tation of coal and petroleum. 

Several natives convicted of participa- 
tion in the June massacres were executed 
in Alexandria to-day. 

.\ii important pliase of the political sit- 
uation is the growiii;; diif'orence between 
Egyptian iiiiiiislers in regard to the future 
form of guverniiieiit. One party favors 
an autocratic syateiu for some years, and 
another party advocates the retention and 
development of the systmn estabhshod 
under the first constitution. 

Ar.KXANDUi.v, Oct. 7. — The khedive will 
give medals to the entire Uriti.sli army en- 
gaged in the l'"gyptian cauqiaigii. Those 
for acildiers will be copper and those 
f(jr oliicers of silver. 

Eighty cases of typhoid fever are re- 
ported in the Itamleh hospital. 

The examination at Cairo of .Maliinoud 
Samir lias been heard. Toulha Taaha's 
began to iUy. 

Sultan Pasha received a gift of £'10,OtlO 
as « reward for his loyivlty. 

The khedive has expressed hia intention 
to confer the decoration of the order of 
< tsniail on all IJiiti.sli oliicers of tlie rani 
of major-general and above, who were en 
gaged in the Egyptian campaign, and the 
order of .Medzidie on all oliicers helow 
the rank of major-general. 

The Egyptian Oir.ett>; says in coii-ie- 
quence of representations made by one 
of the great powers, two coniniiasions will 
be appointed to li.v tlic amount of indem- 
nity for losses suttaineJ by foreigners in 
Egypt during the campaign.

Arabi Pasha h.as tolograpiied to Alex- 
andria for counsel. The persona applied 
to declined to defend him because they 
were afraid of losing clients, .\rabi will 
therefore be ci>nvicti!d with ca.se. 

-An English bai-i iater named Lamberton 
will defend .Ar.ibi. 

While tlio annual train which recently 
departed with imposing ceremonies was 
journeying to Sue/,, on the way t<i Mecca, 
the canopy over the sacred car was caught 
and overturned by a telegraph wire and 
the sacred emblem expo.sod to the public 
gaze. The dervishes in charge wore 
greatly excited by the accident. It ia not 
certain but that tlie caravan will have to 
return and the ceremony be performed 
over again in Cairo. 

LoxnoK, Oct. 7. — A cfirrespondent of 
the Cologne declares that Egyp- 

tian wounded were murdered by the 
British in trenchea at Tel el Kebir after 
resistance ce»ised. 

A letter from a non-cominiasioned 
oflicer saya the orders were to spare none 
of the enemy, but to bayonet every one 
of them, as they would shoot soldiers 
treacherously if they passed them.

Mr. Theo; Davie appeared - for .jthe: pe- 
titioner; Mr. Pollard and Mr.-AValls^ for 
the respondent. 

On taking his seat Mr. Justice Gray 
said that he had examined the exhibits 
marked "B" and "C," and examined the 
evidexcn taken before Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creight, and had decided to admit both 
papers as evidence. Tho docuinenta Blr, 
Bowrou had used as certified coijies be- 
came the real documents in this case. 
They bear the imprimatur of tho gov- 
ernment printer, and as snch have tho 
authority of law. 

Mr. T. Davie ii.sked his lordship to 
note that it is assumed that all the utbciul 
documents are in court. The Coventry 
election case shows that the court has 
plenary powers in such cases. 

The court ordered the note to be made. 
His lordship added that the evidence 
would be coinplotet^j ,tp-day,j ^an(^-3(the 
legal points reservfe&fniiighf Bo jnrgilQd on 
,1 future day. 

Thomas Klwyn, deputy provincial sec- 
retary, sworn— Samuel Archer was tho 
collector of votes on 4th April, 187'1, of 
Lightning Creek polling division; Archer 
continued as such until Ijowroii was ap- 
[Kiiiitod on 2d .Iiiiie, 187l>, for the whole 
di.strict; tho oolleetor of Ominoca polling 
division iji 1874 was Mr. U'Keilly. 

ABRAUAM WHKT»TONE 

was next called by counsel for petitioner 
and sworn — Went to Cariboo in 18(i2; ro. 
gistered my vote when in Goruiansen 
Creek in 1871; iiuver registered it after- 
wards in Cariboo; my name is still on tho 
Cariboo polling list; have no doubt I am 
the person mentioned there; I voted at 
the Ksquinialt election in July lust; my 
name there is spelled Abraham Whitstono, 
expressman, residence near the gorge; 1 
voted on the iiaiiio a.s it is Ihero; I havi- 
no doubt I am tho person named. 

Mr. Uavio produced tho claim of Abra- 
ham Whetstone, signed by himself, to be 
allowed to register as a voter of Esqui- 
mau district. 

To Mr. Pollard — I made an application 
to be registered at Cariboo in wilting; 
did not know my name was on the Cari- 
boo list when 1 had it put on the Esqui- 
molt list; can't say that 1 ever gave notice 
to have my naiuo removed from the Cari- 
boo list; never niado a second appliaition 
to have my name put on tho Cariboo roll; 
registered in New Westminster district 
in 1S78 as a voter for that district ; had 
my name removed from that list. 

Mr. Justice fJiay — If the hnv is good 
ho is doubly damned. {A. laugh.) 

.Mr. Davie — He had his name taken oil" 
that list. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Oh ! then ho ia 
saved. (A laugh.) 

Witness — No objection was made to 
my voting at the election in Ksquimalt. 

E. Leigh, sworn — Tho last witness' 
name is on the Esqulmalt roll. 

Mr. Davie said tnat the petitioner had 
no further objections. 

Mr. Elwyn recalled — Frank Page was 
collector of votes at Omineca on the 4th 
April, 1874, and till 1875, when the 
Oinineca polling division was merged in 
the Richfiuld polling division. 

TUB KESrONSBNT'S UASB. 

Mr. Pollard said tho respondent ob- 
jected to the votes of J. C. Scott, ho be- 
ing an American citizen, and Wm. Dm- 
glo, who, being unable to read, bis ballot- 
[jiiper was not marked in the presence of 
the candidates or thoir agents as roqiiirod 
by the rule. 

WM. IlI.SllI.K. 

.1. P. Walla, sworn — Was agent for the 
respondent at tho P]sqiiimall uloction; ro- 
membor Wm. Dinglo coming to vote; ho 
came into the polling place witii Mr. 
Piinley, walked up in front of the poll 
clork and said, "T vote for Pooley and 
lioit," nnd Mr. Pooloy aniil, "No, no; 
I'ooley and Child,' "Yes," said Dintile, 
"Pooloy and Child;" ho was slightly in- 
I'liriatod; I said, "This won't do;" Mr. 
Sylvester said, "Canyon read or writof" 
iiu siiid, "i«o; " 1 said Mr. Pooloy must 
not be present-T-a, candidate ^ndt "'being 
ullowod to be present wheii an illiterate 
elector voted; Pooloy then left; Sylvester 
adniiuistored tho statututory oath to 
Dinglo; Sylvester then left his seat and 
took the vottT to olio of the eompart- 
lueiits; f suggested the ballot should be 
marked in the presence of tho agents, but 
Sylvester refused and voted the man se- 
cretly; 1 did not protest; Sylvester put 
the ballot in the box. 

Mr. Davie said the rules wore directory 
only, and any irregularity did not vitiate 
a vote. 

To Mr. Davie — It was about 2 o'clock 
when Dingle voted; he was slightly in- 
toxicated; before going into the booth 
he announced himself as about to vote for 
Pooloy and Child; believe a candidate 
should not bo present when a man votes. 

Mr. Davie — You know how tho man 
was going to vote and your side was not 
prejudiced. 

Witness — The last thing I heard him 
ineiiticm before going into the booth was 
that he intended to vote for Pooley and 
Child; I think the returningofHcer had a 
copy of the A'ct. I objected to the bal 
lot being marked in secret; I believe I was 
sworn not to reveal how illiterate voters 
vutud; the returning iiHicorswbro me; can't 
remember what oath it was; think it was 
in the Ontario Act; it was not the oath 
of allegiance (laughter.) 

Mr. Justice Gray (after referring to 
the Ballot Act) s.tid thatan illiterate men 
in reality voted in public. In reality he 
would have to give his vole openly. 

Mr. Davie — If any one ia injured wo 
are. This man declared his intention to 
vote for Pooloy and Child and then ho 
was taken into the booth and his ballot 
marked, secretly. ^:f^- 

Witness — DcSiot rembmbor^Mr. jPbol- 
oy coining in and asking how Dingle had 
voted; do not roineijjbor saying it 
"doesn't make much dilleTorico. " 

H. E. Wilby, swprii — Reniomber 
Dingle coming to the poll: to vote. After 
he had voted Dinglo came out of tho 
booth and Walls followed him out and 
asked me what his name was; told liiin 
that his name was Dinglo ar.d ho was a 
baker. 

To Mr. Davie — There were two par- 
ti<.\s at that election. Pooloy and Child 
wore Opposition candidatos, nnd Holt 
and Hclgeseii were government candi- 
tliitca. 

An objection being raised tc this exam- 
ination Mr. Davie said he wished , to show 
that Dinglo was an avowed Oppo'sition- 

ist. ('.!'■>>.;»;'!• 

Mr. Justice Gray said that tiro promis- 
es of nien at an election were frequently 

broken. 

Mr. Davie said that the only side that 
would have been prejudiced was the Op- 
p6Biti6ri aiidtUiSca'Jbeing no: possibility ol 
injuiy to the other side, the objection 
was not tionable, cH^>q"°'*'^.;5H'b'"'''y 
support of this view.' 



Mr. Pollard rose to ar,oue on tha oppo- 
site side, when, Mr. Justice Gray said ho 
would admit the evidence subject to ar- 
gument afterward. 

\Vitne.M— There wera two parties; I 
don't say that I was a govemmont man. 

Richard PhilHps, kworn^ — I was acting 
as agent and check clerk for Mr. Bett. 

Mr. Davio pointed out the indelicacy 
of Mr. Walls examining this witness. 

Mr. Walls said that ho wanted to have 
hia evidence contirinod. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Mr. Davie has al- 
ready admitted the correctness of your 
evidence and made a strong point of it, 
too. You know the French motio, Mr. 
Walls, that the man who begins to excuse 
himself really begins to accuse himself. 

Tho witness was directed to stand 
down. 

Kenneth McKenzie, sworn — Dingle 
was formerly a baker and worked in our 
establishment; I canvassed his vote (or 
Pooley and later on for Child; he prom- 
ised faithfully he would vote for Pooley 
and Child, and that he would keep his 
promise. A daj- or two after the election 
he told me ho had voted for Pooloy and 
Child. 

To Mr. Walls— I don't know that two- 
thirds of the voters of Esquinialt prom- 
ised to vote for Pooloy. 

Mr. Justice U ray said these questions 
were really suHtaining Mr. Davie's posi- 
tion. . 

The Court took a recess for an hour. 
ArrERxooN smisa. 

Court resumed at 2:-16 p. m. 

Mr. T. Davio stated that as Mr. Syl- 
vester and Mr. l\ioIey had iini)ortaiit ev- 
idence to give with regard to Wm. Din- 
gle's vote he would have to withdraw his 
atatoment mado before recess that he had 
no more evidence to call. 

F. .Sylvester, recalled — Reniejnber 
Win. Dingle voting; he came in and said 
he wished to vote for I'ooloy and Ciiild.s; 
J stopped him aiul said ho iiui.st go into 
one of tho rocciaos and mark his ballot 
paper; oiuiuirod if he could read and 
tinding he could neither read nor write 
1 swore him and gave him a printed 
form; proceeded with him into the com- 
partment and marked his ballot in ac- 
cordaiico with hia own request; thou gave 
him the ballot, .showed him how to fold 
it and told him to bring it to me at tho 
ballot box; I then placed it in the bo.x; I 
remembered Mr. Pooley coming in alter 
this; he asked if Dingle voted in the pres- 
ence of the agent or with mc alone; told 
hiin he voted alone with me; he showud 
mo the Act which said the ballotahould 
be marked in the presence of 
a candidate's agent; but he auppoaed 
it would make no dill'erence, everyone 
said it made no ditreronce; this was said 
openly in the preaeiice of the agents and 
a number of others; there was no objec- 
tion on tho part of any of the agents to 
my taking Dingle's vote in the compuit- 
mcnt, the first objection was from Mr. 
Pouley, I had not a copy of tho Act at 
the time, as the government only suppli- 
ed tiiree and ouo of them was entirely 
used up. 

Cross examined by Mr. Pollard — Re- 
member Dingle coming in and request- 
ing to vote; he said ho wanted to vote 
for Pooley and Ohilds; ho did not say ho 
wanted to vote for Pooley and Uett; to 
my knowledge I swear he did not; Mr. 
Walla dill not say anything when I took 
Dinglo into the coinpartiiiont; Mr. Walla 
did not tell nie that the vote ahoiild bo 
taken in presence of the agont; did not 
state to Mr. Walls that I would not al- 
low anyone to see tho ballot paper; did 
not think it necessary to mark the ballot 
paper in preaenco of tho agents; my own 
common sense suggested that cour.se as 1 
had not a copy of the Act; Percy Wil 
son and 1 think Mr. Walla also wore 
there; Dinglo did not come in more tlian 
once; there were several persona present 
when 1 came out of tho compartmeiil but 
I do not remember thoir nainea; I placed 
tho ballot paper in the box myself. 

C. E. Pooloy recalled — Know Wni. 
Dingle; 1 remembered his oll'oriug to 
vote: was sitting at the table at the time; 
did not go into the coinpartineiii with 
him; said to Campbell, tho constable, 
you and myself must withdraw wo liavo 
no right to be in while this man vnti-s; 
both remained outside tho building; af- 
ter Dingle came out I wont in; 1 then 
asked the returning oflicor if he iii ii kud 
the ballot paper in the proRenee of tho 
agent; ho said no; witness here corrob- 
orated Mr. Sylvester's evidence with re 
gard to the marking of the ballot paper. 
.Sylvester said that this was the way it 
was done at tho other election ; I explain- 
ed the law on the subject to .Sylvester; 
Mr. Walls said he thought I was right ; Pi'r- 
cy Wilson, Mr. Phillips, the returning olli 
cor, and thepollingclork wore in tho room: 
Mr. .Sylvester remarked that it was done 
now and he supposed it would make no 
dill'orence, and turning to me said, "Vou 
can claim the vote if you like, or tho 
other side can claim it if they like;" 
nothing was paid by anybody else; the 
general impression was that it made no 
dili'oreiico. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pollard— I will 
swear th.it Mr. Walls did not make any 
objection; called out Campbell because I 
expected that the ballot-paper would be 
marked by a sworn agent, as the law re- 
qirrrd ih.it II" olio else should bo present; 
Dinglo said ho could not read or write 
before I left the room. 

KURTHKR KVIUKNCK FOR HK.Si'lJ.NDK.ST. 

J. P. Walla, recalled. 

Mr. Juatice Gray wished to know what 
Mr. Walls was recalled for when his evi- 
dence had been already taken with regard 
to Dinglo's vote. 

Mr. Pollard slated why he wished to 
recall Mr. NS'alls. Considerable latitude 
had been given the petitioner in recalling 
witnesses, and he wished to have the 
same privilege. 

Mr. Justice Gray said ho would give 
every iiossible latitude to the respondent 
if the learned counsel could show that it 
was necesaary to recall witncsaea. 

Mr. Walls — Mr. Pooley ia mistaken in 
hia atatcinent that I was in the room; I 
followed the man out toascertain if he was 
Dingle; I did not mnko any such remark 
as that I was satisfied with what had boon 
done; Mr. Pooley may have mistaken me 
for Phillips or some one else; did not make 
the observation, "It made no ditferenco. " 

This closed Dingle's case. 

LAVKNDKR'.S CA.sk RKSfMHD. 

Hon. Allen Francis, sworn and exam- 
ined by Air. YYalls — Am United States 
consul for British Columbia; am acquaint- 
ed with tho United States naturalization 
laws; have been in the United States ser- 
vice for 21 years; free colored men had 
not the right to vote till 18C4 or 1865, 
after Lincoln's proclamation. 

Mr. Francis hero oxplained the status 
of free colored men previous to that pro- 
clamation; they had every other privilege 
except the right to vote; the status of freo 
colored men was about the same in tho 
stavQ as in the free States. 

This completed the Lavender case. 

TUK .SCOTT CA.SE RKSUMKI). 

Mr. Francis now gave evidence with re- 
gard to persons in the United States 
army. Tho procoas of na.turalizatioa is 
about the same in the United States as 
h^rej. 4 soldier is .regarded as a natural. 
oiMd'^fiitiz^n of the United States; did not 



consider himself an export in Ignited 
States law. 

Mr. T. Davio took ubjociioii to tho 
evidence on account of Mr. Franci.s not 
being an expert, and (|U..ti-ii " Taylor 
ou Evidence" for his euntentiun. lie 
was preparod-td show that Scott served 
in the 'United States army without throw- 
ing (ifT his allegiance to (J real IJritaiu. A 
number of persons bad served in tho 
United .States army without doing so; 
among them wa.s the late Senator Carroll. 

Mr. Walls quoted from "Taylor on 
Evidence" to show that the evidence of 
an ufficial uersoH could be taken. 

Mr. T. Davio argued that the oflicial 
person referred to should be an expert— 
a professional man. 

Crosa-examined by Mr. Davie— CoulJ 
not say that hia opinion with regard to 
naturalizatiini was of universal applica- 
tion ; know that many eminent men served 
in the United States army during the re- 
bellion; volunteers wore an oxeeiition to 
the general rule. 

To Mr. Wallfi— The I'. S governiueiit 
Would take officers but not [jrivates with- 
out the oath. 

.lames Curtis Scott, sworn, and ex- 
amined by iVlr. Pollard — 1 have been in 
British Columbia 24 years; came on the 
1st day of August, 1858; 1 have been here 
ever since except in C'l, when 1 went 
down to San Francisco for medical treat- 
ment for four mouths; joined tho Aiiieri- 
Ciui lirmy iii 1855 .and was discharged in 
18r)7; belonged to the regular army ; en- 
listed in New York, but not as a volun- 
teer; served in tho Indian war in ( iregon 
and Washington Territory for twenty 
months and ten days ; got an honorable dis- 
charge, but have lost the paper; was a iioii- 
commissiuiied otliccr. a corporal; served 
in the 9th infantry; joined as a priva..e; 
joined for five years or till honorably dis- 
charged; was sworn to serve five years or 
till honorably discharged; did not sign 
any document; 1 joined under my present 
u.imo; never went by any other. 

Cro.ss-exaniiiied by Mr. Davie — Was 
born in the north of Ireland; never re- 
nounced my allegiance or would not have 
joined the U. S. army; would have re- 
fused to join tho army if I had had t.i do 
that; waa told by tho recruiting uflicer 
that I would not have to lonounco my al- 
legiance. 

To Mr. Walls - Did not say at Parson's 
Bridge that I had taken the oath of alle- 
giance to the United States in the pres- 
ence of several persons; 1 should have 
told a lio if I had said so; a groat doiil 
is said in barrooms on such occa.sion.s. 

-Mr. Juatice tiray — You cannot hold a 
candidate to everything ha 8.iys on the 
hustings, much less a voter in a barruuin 
at election times. 

This closed the evidence in tho whole 
case. 

His lordship remarked that aa he had 
to leave for tho mainland and would be 
gone for a week or ton days the case 
must be adjourned till his return. 

Court adjourned accordingly for two 
weeks, namely, to Tuesday, 24th inst., 
when the legal points raised duting the 
trial will bo argued. 

7at03' Old 'Woodon BaUdlt.? on 
■Wharf Street. 

From time to time mention of tlii.s 
building ia made at nioutings of the city 
council. Statomonta have boon mado by 
councillors that the building is a nuisance, 
that it is danger of falling, and that it 
ought tJ be removed. A committee from 
the city council was ajipointod a few weeks 
ago to report upon it, at tho instance of 
Councillor Boyd, who stated it was in a 
dangerous condition. Tho report by the 
committee has boon laid before the city 
council and the presumption is that if 
mado tho report would not support the 
statements of Councillor Boyd. Wo are 
informed that tho agont of tho buildin;^ 
receives periodical not icon regarding it, 
and that the latest of thoso is a notifica- 
tion lust week, by the chief engineer, to 
have the building removed on tho ground 
that it is in danger of falling. .\n in- 
spection of tliu building will show that its 
interior and foundation are a perfect iiet- 
woik of substantial braces on which tho 
agent not long ago oxpondod about a 
thousand feet of lumber, having given 
in.structions to Mr. Teague, architect, to 
have the building made perfectly secure. 
Tho architect oarri'id out his instructions 
and Mr. Yates has a wooden building 
that wont fall down in a hurry. With 
the city council we recognize in tho build- 
ing a perfect eyesore, and we now point 
out to them how they cs\n compel its im- 
mediate romovaL The building occupies 
a position on Wharf street according to 
the Yictoria City Map Act, 1880, and 
under authority of the Act thoy can cauae 
it to be at once removed from the street. 
The remedy is simple and eflfective. Let 
the council apply it. 



Inhuman Troatinoat of Sailors. 

Tho slii[i Challenger, iidj days from 
j Philadelphia, loaded with railroad iron, 
I arrived at Tacoma Saturday evening. Aa 
I soon as possible the captain went iip towr. 
{ and made a complaint against the third 
mate, charging him with insanity. An 
investigation of the case denionstrated 
about this .state of facta : Shortly after 
the ship left Philadelphia, the first and 
second mates commenced their inhuman 
and brutal treatment of the aailora, and 
because the third mate refused to assist 
them in thoir fiendish work ho was 
cruelly beaten and sent before tho mast. 
He wa.s here so tortured that he preferred 
I death to such a life, and attempted to kill 
i himself,but the Icadon missile failed to do 
I its deadly work, but lodged in his right 
I bre.ost. For this he was heavily chained 
to tho floor of a little dark room, too 
small to lie down comfortably in, and 
kept there for three mouths with no care 
' oxcejit that bestowed by the sailor;^, at 
j tho risk of n beating if they did anything 
i to make him comfortable. The sailors 
I also say that the captain proposed to them 
several tiniBS to throw the man overboard, 
claiming that he was crazy, and that a ship 
never had any luck with an iiisano man 
on board. Tlii.s poor devil was not the 
luily one wlio was inhumanly treated on 
the trip. The entire crew beaten, bruised 
and scarred up. The captain has so far 
failed to prove that tho wounded man is 
' insano. Ho is, of course, nearly dead 
from want of proper care and from in- 
human treatment, but he tells hia story 
with remarkable sanenoss. The case will 
probably be investigated by tho grand 
jury here this week. — Fost-Intdligfin-i'r.

The prisoner denied all knowledge of 
the shirt, but said the complainant gave 
him tho bottlo of whisky. 

The prisoner was remanded for one day
